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The real name of Ah KONG® is Lieut. General Sin Sian Chow. He was the 
representative of the late General TAI Li who met and took care of 

the Free Thai delegation which went to Kunming in 194i. This dele~ 
vation included Nai Thawin Uden and Nai Manot Vudhadit. 


General Sin was born in about 1900, and is now working with WU Te-chen, 
Foreign Minister in Dr. SUN Fo'’s cabinet. It was he, in conjunction 
with Tao Oon and others. who arranged for the sending of Free Laos 

to Kunming to undergo training in the Nationalist Covernment Army.
